Discuss Question of Physical 
Chemistry 

.\ brief account of the thcrie; of 
'Lc\\-;» and l.angmuir as' to tlx; constiin- 
tic:i and strncturc of the atom w.i.s i^iven 
by Dr. F. .M. (i. Johnson in an address 
dctiivcrctl before the Miysical Society 
i?^ .iwg^vt.',, X\ ... . . 

In introducing his sribject. Dr. John- 
siatcrl îliat a:;!!oii!,'li a chemi>.t, he 
wa.-> in liie present instance dealing with 
a (heoiiy ilia: was cs'ScutiaC'iy pliysical 
as :it sougiit to e.Npiaiu liîie properties of 
substances by means • of the i>!iysic3l 
structure of their atoms. One property 
of iitoms, an explanation of which has 
been most eri.ncrly sought for in this <li- 
rcctioii, is that of valence. .\s early as 
1899 it was recognized that there arc 
two kinds of valence, po.sitive and nega- 
tive. When the <>Icinents are arranged m 
the seven gro;ips of the periodic table 
it is found that their valences cxhjbit 
f'riking relationsJiip^^adi has, in fac!, 
two valences, a normai and an additional 
valence. The normaij vaCcuccs of the 
seven groups are respectively, one, two, 
tihree. plus or minus four, minus tlinc, 
minus two. niimis one; whO'.e the addi- 
tional valences arc rcrpcctivcly mimis 
seven, inimis six, minus five, plus or 
minus four, plus five, plus six, plus 
seven. The matlKinatic<3l relationship of 
these ntnnbers led Lewis to formulate 
Iks theory of the cubical .atom. He con- 
ceived tlic various e'enicnts to be made 
up of cui>ical atoms at the corners o:

The Chinese 
were adsb opposed to ti\k trade and tried 
to suppress it, but withoi\t success. 

In 1792 the >rcCai-tney mission tried 
to place trading with Oiiii.i on a bcitcr 
basis. Tlie attitude of Qiina at this time 
was ; "wc want nothing tp do with these 
barbarians of the West." 

lîobcit Morriîon wen* to China in 
ISOr'and was {lic^TirTlT^rolestant Mis- 
sionary there. He did ^iplendid work and 
translated a great par*, of the Bible into 
Chinese. Shontb" after his death in the 
year 18.M W. C. Burns a man of greait 
abilitj- aiKl organizing talent went there. 
He ilivcd in a little hovd in Canton. He 
liad' great vision-s of the pos.sibilities of 
God's work there. He look Maleria 'fever 
ajvd had to go South and settled in Man- 
churia with a lev/ of Ms teadicrs and did 
great Avork, 

In 1863 die Charter of the Eaitt India 
Conipiiny Ia,psed. Shortly aifter this the 
Viceroy at Canton, ordered all opium 
there to be surrendered to the author- 
ities. One thousand cases were surren- 
dered. He, kno^vil)g there wtis more 
■there, besieged the iilaec and did not 
raise the siege untii (le liad 20,200 cases 
in his possession. Later this was settled 
at (he Trealiy of Nankin, in wiiich trea- 
ty the port of Shanghai and some uLhers 
were thrown open to traders. It was 
oivly :i small war but Iiad grcait results 
and in 1844 Freedom was granted to ex- 
ercise the Giristian religion. Forfcigners 
were under their own. I'aws. The treaty 
really made these ports Forriun Cities.

"Have you dci idcd what you are going 
to do after leaving college?" This ques- 
tion, is often put to undergraduates, both 
by friends outside McGill and their 'fel- 
low students, and it is certainly a dif- 
ficult thing to answer. .-VII the students 
attending the meeting which was given 
by the .\Itimnac Society especially for 
them, will have rcecimi sonic vahiahlc 
information with regard to the various 
careers open to women students after 
they leave college. Thi.s meeting wliich 
v.-as held at K. \'. C. yesttrday at live 
o'clock was very well attended, cspc- 
ciaHy by the R. V. C. girLs. 

Mrs. A. \X Fry, President of llic 
.•\lumnac Society, spoke a few words 
and then introduced Miss Dickson, who, 
as Mrs. Enid Price was unable to do 
so, very kindly consented to he the Con- 
venor 01 the Vocational Committee. 
Miss Dickson then spoke about journal- 
ism as a future career for the woman 
graduate. 

".\ girl's vocation" said Miss Dick- 
son" is sL'ldom tliuuiaht of in her youth, 
but when she enters her Ifourlh year at 
coHegc and has ac(|uired a strong wish 
I'or indépendance, it becomes a serious 
problem.'' .She then gave the inform- 
ation .she had found out through various 
interviews with newspapermen. There 
seems to be a strong prejudice in favour 
of the women graduate in this field, and 
when she is once started there is quick 
promotion. The only requirement is that 
.she must realise that she is j'usl raw 
material, and not ha\-e a superior atti- 
tude to those not having had a univer- 
sity education. For the life itself, she 
needs a strong constitution and a good 
capacity for work. There is an advcntu- 
ro;is spirit in this vocation which keeps 
it from becoming moitotonuus, and to a 
.woman who works Jiard and shows abil- 
ity there is sure, reward. As proof of 
this, Miss Dickson gave several exam- 
ples of ivcll-known women in the jour- 
nalistic Avorld. 

.'\t the conclusion of this very interest- 
iiig tsilk, Mrs. Fry handed over the 
inccting to Miss Dickson, who then calj- 
cd on Miss Pastill, to speak to the nieet- 
ing about the appointments for grad- 
uates in Department Stores. 

Miss Pastill said that in her inter- 
views with various business men in tliis 
work, llier question as to whether there 
were positions for women graduates in 
the Department Stores, wa^ answered 
.in the affirmative pnividcd that they did 
not think they knew more than the 
manager. Positions arc there for grad- 
uates cither as Jwads of departments or 
as buyers, or in the advertising depart- 
ment. To be successful the girl needs a 
strong personality and plenty of practical 
coiimion îen.se. In regard to salary, the 
college graxluate would probably start at 
tite same rate' as other apiVlicants but 
site will get increases more qtiickly pro- 
vided, of eourse, sl»c is satisfactory, 
great emphasis being placed on lier per- 
sonality and manners. "The highest sal- 
ady in Montreal "today" said iliss Pas- 
tiil "is $5,000. but tlierc is every possibil- 
ity oif this becoming $10,000 in the ncs-t 
few years." 

'Mrs. Walter Brown then dealt wiili 
Domestic Science as a career for girls 
leaving college. Here there are many 
openings such as teaching in schools or 
Nurse's training schools, posts as dieti- 
tian and .above all, m.iny upporlupitics : 
in executive work such as the 'manage- 
ment of cafeterias, 'ciubs and hotel po- 
sitions. Mrs. Brown is horscllf a i)ioneer 
in this line of busines.s, from R.V.C. and 
in thus speaking from her own personal 
experience, her address was very much 
appreciated by the audience. 

Al the conclusion of this address. 
Miss Dickson asked Mrs. Prout to read 
tlic brief smnmary tltat had been sent to 
her, with regard to Tiankinp. .\s most 
people know there were few Jiirls in the 
banks lieforc the war but now there are 
manj opportunities there in Secretarial 
Work, Ledger Keeping, and also in the 
Department pf Publication. There is still 
another position in the bank, that of 
Librarian. Thus the Bank is a good 
field for the gradutitc for the salary is 
good and there is a certain amount of 
advancement possible.

Social Service Work was dealt with in 
a very interesting way by Miss Hurd, 
who in the absence of Dr. Helen Rcid, 
spoke, tp -the assembly. After dealing 
with ititc Varjous fields in -this work for 
service, such as the ' Family Welfare, 
Coniniuiiity \\'ork, Miss. Hoird closed 
by saying that the work itself had great 
conipcnsatioiis and that, as Lord Byng 
said, it wai up to tlie womén of Canada 
to improve existing conditions 

In tlic UM of teaching there are no 
$10,000 jobs but there are other induce- 
ments. Some of the attractions that the 
teaching profession holds arc a regular 
salary, the possibility for its regular in- 
crease and in Quebec, a pension at the 
age of 56. Security of position, long holi- 
days and the 'satisfaction of a work 
whicli is for the good of the community. 
In Montreal more than half the children 
attending High Schools arc now under 
tihe control^of the ProtesUnt Board. 
This is a gfeat increase. The country

She said that the field 
of this attractive profession had changed 
and now many educated women where 
nocdcd ill it. The demand is greater than 
t:he supply. lUie salaries offered are 
•from $900 to $2,500. and In the field of 
Public Health $1,500 to $3,000. Beside 
l!ic material attractions of this lite there 
w<'re few fields of work. Miss Shaw 
said, where women were as happy. 

In the C. P. R. Service there is no 
feeling against women but in thi-s work 
there is less opportunity for advance- 
ment. 

In the Jnsurar.ve biisir.ess there is a 
wide field of work for women which has 
not ij<et been Uken up. 

The women Undergraduates appreci- 
ate very much the kindness of the mem- 
bers of the .Muinnae Society in inviting 
them to this meeting. The information 
they obtained should be most helpful.
